PARIS,  July  5;  . 

All  the  officers  on  leave  of  abfrnce  at 
Paris,  have  been  ordered  to  join  their  re- 
pective  troops. 

Amdiralde  Winterhas  arrived  at  Paris 
from  Holland,,  and  jofeph  Buonaparte 
from  Italy. 

The  Marquis  de  la  Fayette,  lately  fpent 
a  few  days  in  Paris  and  then  retured  to 
his  country  feiat  near  Melum. 

Bar'ras  let  out  from  E^gueres  on  his 
way  to  Spain. 

Tht  army  which  was  organizing  in  the 
department  of  Dij  >n,  and'thc  adjacent  de- 
partments, have  relinquifhctl  the  name 
Of  Sefci  1  d  Line  of  the  army  of  Referve, 
and  taken  that^of  tlie  army  of  which  it 
conf  itures  part.  The,  different  columns 
of  which  it  confifts  amounts  to  65,000 
men. 

Letters  from  Naples  Mate,  that  a  feri- 
ous  infurreclion  is  apprehended  in  that 
city.  1  he  Lazsaron  have  betrayed  f.rnp- 
toms  of  very  great  diltoritenjt ;  tiity  com- 
plain bitterly  on  account  of  the  fcarcUy 
of  proviiions,  and  lately  flopped  the  Vice- 
roy in  his  carriage.  Songs  full  of  invect- 
ive againft  the  kir.g  and  Queen  are  lung 
in  the  Streets. 

It  h-  generally  believed  that  the  Roman 
Catholic  powers  will,  for  the  future  a- 
trree  to  give  the  Pope,  a  certain  yearly 
fum,  in  lieu  of  the  money  he  formerly  re- 
ceived by  virtue  of  his  canonicle  rights. 
In  that  cafe  he  will  he  at  liberty  to  attend 
to  his  fpirituai  duties. 

July  7. 

Letters  from  Vienna  ftate,  that  prince 
Charles  ii  ill  refufes  to  accept  the  com- 
mand of  the  army  of  the  Rhine.  The 
Public-isle  Mates,  that  the  prince  de  Ligne 
is  to  command  the  army  of  referve,  defi- 
ned to  fupport  Melas  in  Italy. 

A  letter  from  general  Dugna,  returning 
from  Egypt,  on  board  the  Vengeance,  to 
the  miniiler  at  war,  mentions  his  cap- 
ture by  the  Englifh  iquadron  near  Malta. 
He  complains  bitterly  of  his  detention, 
and  of  Capt.  Trowbridge. 

Several  journals  fpeak  of  an  infiirrecti- 
on  at  Conliantineplc,  after  the  news  of 
the  late  fucceiTes  of  the  French  in  Egypt. 
They  do  not  give  this  intelligence  as  cer- 
tain. 

Letters  from  Leghorn,  of  a  very  re- 
cent date,  Mate  the  arrival  there  of  the 
convoy  which  brought  the  Queen  of  Na- 
ples with  her  family  and  fuite.  The  king 
was  on  board  admiral  Nelfoivs  (hip.  The 
ampefty  wai  proclaimed  at  Naples  on  the 
25th  of  April,  in  confecjuence  of  which 


1500  perfons  were  fet  at  liberty. 

Letters  from  Dunkirk  announce,  that 
a  Qmall  fquadron  in  that  port  is  ready  to 
fail  on  a  fee  ret  expedition.  It  confilts  of 
tv:j  large  frigates,  of  44  guns  each,  and 
two  others  pf  36,  with  fome  coivettes 
and  Hoops.  The  greater  part  ofthe  crews 
of  thefe  vcffels  are  compofed  cf  prisoners 
latelv  arrived  from  England,  after  being 
exchanged.  A  great  quantity  of  arms 
and  ammunition  of  all  kinds  have  been 
embarked  on  board  thefe  Slips* 

July  10. 

There  is  no  flrong  place  between  Mu- 
ni-': and  Vienna.  If  ourarmy  continues 
hoOi'.it'es  with  the  prefent  vigour  Kray 
mutt  fall  back  on  Lintz,  (wlijch  is  105 
miles  AV  .  of  Vienna.)  Kray's  army  is 
in  a  deftitute  ftate.  There  is  no  concert 
in  the  opperations  of  the  ditlerent  Auftri- 
an  Generals,  fuch  is  their  difunion.  Se- 
veral generals  have  refigned  ;  and  Kray 
has  requefted  to  be  fuperceded.  The 
Militia  of  Wirtemberg  are  daily  defcrting 
from  the  Aulhian  army. 

July  12. 

The  purchafers  of  the  national  domains 
are  Hill  diliurbed  by  thofe  who  pretend  to 
be  the  proprietors  of  them. 

It  appears  certain,  that  among  the  pa- 
trons of  the  college  of  Navarre,  about  to 
be  reflo'rcd,  Cardinal  Roban,  Manty  and 
the  Duke  de  Choifeul,  are  included.

ly  fcrvant  maid,  without  a  thought  or  de- 1 
fign  appeared  in  the  ftreets  with  a  green 
ribband  round  her  cap,  Ihe  inftantly  be- 
camethe  victim  of  tlie  wanton  cruelty  of  I 
thefe  all-conquewig  heroes  called  Or-  j 
1      men  ;  cap,  hair,  and  ribband  were  ! 
tort  from  her  unfortunate  head,  and  if  j 
(he  fled  for  protection  into  a  fhop,  the  ' 
1  harmlefs  proprietor  came  in  for  a  fiiare 
'  of  their  brutal  barbarity.    But  thanks  to 
heaven,  the  fame  love  of  peace  and  or- 
der which  diftinguiflted  the  great  body  of 
the  people  of  Ccrk  in  the  days  of  foreign 
invafion  afnd  interna!  rebellion,  governed 
them  aifo  on  the  prefent  occafion;  and 
its  happy  influence  enabled  them  to  !»jar 
with  unequalled  temper  and  patience,  and 
triumph  over  fuch  bafc  and  unprovoked 
hoftiliiy.

Their  conduct  was  that  of  gen- 
tlemen and  foldiers.s  They  cserted  them- 
felve3  in  the  moil  laudable  manner,  and 
their  exertions  were  happily  fuccefsful  in 
checking  the  licentious  ipirit  of  a  mecri- 
lcfs  and  dangerous  faclion.  Indeed  no 
other  conduct  could  be  expected  from  a- 
ny  part  of  a  garrifon  commanded  by  a  ge- 
neral, whofe  prudence  and  moderation  at 
all  times  will  ever  endear  him  to  the  tru- 
ly loyal  and  peaceable  inhabitants  of  this 
city.

BOSTON,  September  1. 
A  Gentleman,  who  left  Paris  the  26th 
June, fa W  Judge  EUfworth  the  day  before 
and  had  fome  hours  conversation  with  him. 
As  was  to  be  expected,  nothing  tranfpi- 
red  from  any  of  the  commiffioners  unoffi- 
cially ;  and  all  the  reports  refpecling  the 
Negotiation  haVe  their  origin  In  the  whima 
and  fancies  of  Exchange-politicians,  and 
would-bethought  Quid^Nuncs.  If,  how- 
ever  our  Readers  wifli  to  know  in  what 
point  thofe  reports  moft  concurred  in,  it 
is  that  the  moft  perfect  harmony  Jfubfifted 
between  the  commiffioners  of  both  Nati- 
ons ;  and  that  an  honorable  accommodati- 
on would  be  the  refult  of  conjoint  efforts.

NEW- YORK,  September  3. 
Yesterday  arrived  tbe  Liverpool  Packer, 
Capt.  'Beiee,  in  48  days  from  Liver- 
pool,- by  ivl-cvi  tbe  London  Daily  Ad- 
vertiser and  tbe  London  Gazette" to  gtb 
July  inclusive  bave  been  received  at 
tbe  office  of  tbe  Daily  4a\trt[set — be- 
ing tbe  latest  ivbicb  tbe  Packet  brings. 

They  contain  nothing  relative  to  our 
Commiffioners  in  France. 

The  determination  of  the  cabinet  o£ 
Vienna  on  the  fubject  of  the  armiftic 
and  a  feparate  peace  with  France  ha 
not  yet  been  received.  The  probabil; 
ties  feem  to  lean  towards  an  immediate 
pacification  between  France  and  Auftria. 
For  beiides  the  difafterous  baule  of  Ma- 
rengo in  Italy,  the  Auftrians  have  been 
defeated  by  Moreau  on  the  Rhine.  The 
fubfequent  advantages  which  it  is  faid  ho 
has  obtained,  muft  have  enabled  him  to> 
open  a  communication  with  the  army  of 
the  enemy  by  forcing  the  paffes  of  the  Ty- 
rol.. This  critjcal  fituation  muft  oblige 
the-  Emperor  to  make  the  heft  terms  he 
can  with  the  victorious  Chief  Conful. 
Mean  time  his  wiib.es  feem  to  be  and  the 
paffionate  vows  of  the  whole  French  nati- 
on with  whom  he  is  popular  and  evident- 
ly defires  to  remain  fo,  certainly  are  foe 
peace.  On  his  return  to  Paris,  in  pafSng 
through  Lyons,  Buonaparce  exclaim'd 
"  fhortly  I  hope,  the  commerce  of  this  ci- 
ty, of  which  all  F.urope  was  once  fo  proud 
will  relume  its  former  profperity." 

Nothing  but  a  profpect  of  a  peace  with 
England,  who  Buonaparte  knows  holds  the 
fcale  of  commerce  and  empire  ofthe  fea, 

could  give  bucyance  to  a  hope  like  this  . 

But  how  can  England  make  an  honorable 
a  fecurc  and  durable  peace,  while  France 
her  natural  and  implacable  enetuv,  occu- 
pies Belgium — maintains  an  afcendency  in. 
Holland — prefcrres  her  German  and  Ita- 
lian conqueftl  and  keeps  pofieffon  of  E- 
gypt  and  Malta  ?  To  refolve  this  inte- 
resting queftior.  England  feems  to  be  wait- 
ing to  fee  what  meafures  may  be  adopted 
by  the  continental  Courts  ;  by  that  or  Vi- 
enna, which  is  at  prefent  in  a  fituation  fo 
extremely  critical,  and  by  thofe  of  tbe 
North,  whofe  quadruple  aliance  muft  have 
fo  great  an  influence  on  the  queilion  o£ 
peace  or  war,  and  on  the  formation  of  a. 
general  Congrefsfor  reftablifning  the  ba- 
lance of  Power  in  Europe.  The  latter 
meafurc  is  become ihdifpenfibly  neceffary  ; 
for  the  'Freaty  of  Weftphalia,  which  maiiw 
tained  fchat  balance  f»r  nearly  two  centu. 
turies,  can  no  longer  ferve  as  a  bafis, 
lince  every  part  ofthe  political  edifice  ofc* 
Furope  has  beenoverturnedby  the  French 
revolution.

Extract  of  a  letter  from  a  gentleman  in 
Richmond,  *o  his  friend  in  t his  place, 
dated  September  15th,  1800. 
«*1  reached  hoitte  two  days  part,  and 
found  the  inhabitants  of  the  place  and  my 
family  in  particular,  jail  verging  from  a 
very  lerioaa  alarm,  occafianed  by  a  well 
digefted  and  extenfive  plan  formed  by  the 
Negroes,  to  murder  the  male  inhabitants 
o '  Richmond,  Je  troy  a  part  of  the  town  t  y 
fetting  fire  to  it,  to  ilraw  tae  attention  01 
the  men,  when  they  meant  to  fall  upon 
them,  and  to  plunder  the  retidue,  and  take 
pofTcuion  of  the  houfes  and  white  women  ; 
they  were  only  prevented  from  collecting 
by  an  uncommon  fall  of  rain,  which  railed 
the  water-cdurfps  fuddeniy  too  high  for 
themjto  pals,  and  notice  being  had  in  town, 
placed  the  inhabitants  in  a  flat?  of  defence 
which  they  (the  Negroes)  probably  were 
afraid  afterwards  to  meet.  It  18  no: 
known  that  any  particular  Negroes  in 
town  were  concerned.  One  or  two  of 
the  leaden  are  taken  and  executed,  an;! 
many  of  the  fubordinate  characters  ta- 
ken ;  ten  or  twelve  of  them  have  beei: 
executed,  and  it  is  probable  ten  times, 
that  number  may  tuffer  death  on  this  oc- 
calion.  1  undertand  there  are  not  leff 
thro  loo  taken  and  in  gaol,  they  are 
brought  in  daily. — Suffice  it  to  fay,  that 
without  the  providential  interpohtio, 
thut  did  occur,  the  city  of  Richmond  at 
leait  would  have  been  depopulated  o 
white  male  inhabitants,  and  perhaps  ali 
the  lower  country."

CHAPTER  LXVIIL 

An  ACT  to  make  provision  relative  to  rations  for  Indians^ 
and  to  their  visits  to  the  seat  of  government.

I  *  tives  of  the  United  States,  of  America,  in  Congress 
assembled,  That  tne Prefident  of  the  United  States  Hull  be, 
and  hereby  is  authorized and  empowered  to  caufefuch  rations 
as  he  (hall  judge  proper,  and  as  can  be  fpared  From  the  army  pro- 
vifioni  without  injury  to  the  fervice,  be  tflued  under  (uch  regu- 
lations as  he  (hall  think  fit  to  efbblilh,  to  Indians  who  may  VI- 
fit  the  military  polls  of  the  United  States  on  the  frontiers,  or 
within  their  refpefiive  nations. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  c>:.7c7cd,  That  the  Prefulcnt  of  the 
United  States  Hull  be,  and  hereby  i3  further  authorised  and 
empowered  to  caufe  to  be  defrayed,  on  the  part  of  the  United 
States,  the  reasonable  expenfes  of  fuch  Indians  as  may  from 
time  to  time  vifit  the  feat  of  government  thereof,  for  their 
journies  to,  ftay  at,  and  return  from  the  fame  ;  and  alfo  to  catlfp 
to  be  given  to  fuch  Indians,  during  their  Hay  as  aforefaid,  fuch 
prefentfl  as  he  (hall  judge  necelfary. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  a  feparate  account 
of  all  rations  ifTued,  and  expenfes  defrayed  as  aforefaid,  and  of 
the  expenditures  occafioned  by  fuch  prefents  as  are  aforefaid, 
(ball  be  kept  at  the  Department  of  War.
